At the present time, by law, 
the minimum wages is put at $2 a 
day.

There is a demand for workmen which 
cannot be filled and employers are at 
the present time paying the last pen- 
ny any enterprise will justify or per- 
mit for services of every class, grade 
and nature. Think of the wages paid 
to these railroad employés, and to 
common laborers doing work for 
private individuals, and compare the 
ruling figures with $2 a day minimum 
price paid to the emiployés of the 
State, the several counties and the 
city. Think of ome more fact: the 
efficiency of the service rendered to 
corporations, contractors and private 
individuals who are permitted to se- 
lect their own employés and who 
take care to secure the most compe- 


f 


ket, and compare with this efficiency 
the average political heeler who 
fastens himself like a barnacle to the 
ship of state or through a pull gets 
employment around some county 
courthouse or city hall. The average 
services rendered to the railroads, to 
contractors and to all private em- 
ployers of labor are worth about 100 
per cent. more than the average 
services rendered by the political heel- 
er who finds employment under the 
State, county or city government. A 
member of our own commission of 
public works, who has charge of the 
streets, declares that the city is pay- 
ing the top price at the present time 
to employés in the street department 
who are so decrepit that they are not 
worth half the daily sum they are 
being paid by the city. 

In the face of these known facts, 
Senator Savage has the presumption 
to propose a new law which shall 
raise the minimum of pay for this 
kind of service from $2 to $3. That 
means, of course, that not one in 
a hundred of the gang would perform 
his duties for a minimum wage.

to Whole Country. 
Urges Independent Trades 
Schools as Remedy. 


Immediate Reform Necessary 
to Save America. 


W. E. Alexander in an article in The 
Square Deal entitled “The Necessity 


for Trades Schools,” presents in a very 
able and lucid manner the morally 
criminal conditions Which have been 
created bv the labor unions as regards 
the possibilities of boys to learn trades. 


He shows clearly that the policy of the 


unions in the matter of apprentice re- 


rules is proving extremely det - 


mental to the unions themselves as 


well as to all the commercial interests 


of the country. Mr. Alexander says, 
in part: 
“There is no longer any doubt that 


there is a crying need for skilled work- 
men, foremen and superintendents in 


this country. 


“Nor is there longer any doubt as to 


the causes of this shortage. - 
“It is evident that a serious

de inaugurated if America shall main- 
tain her proud position among the pro- 


ducing nations of the world.

cure for our industrial ms, but trades 


schools alone,will not cure them. There

“If we are to grow skilled mechanics 
in 2 in this country, the 
indivi employers who have been 80 
timid in the past that they have al- 
lowed labor leaders, who have no finan- 
cial interests in their business, to bar

“Other trades schools say in their 
Pp uses: “We avoid antagonizing 
the unions by destroying all of the 
products of our school, allowing none 
of it to be sold in the market.’ 
should the managers of trades schools 
waste all of this good energy in try- | posed 
ing to avoid “antagonizing” the un- 


ions? 


“Trades schools, to be successful, 
must be absolutely free of union domi- 
nation and there is no earthly reason 


why they should not be. 


“The establishment of trades schools 
in every town of any size in America 
has become a necessity. The condl- 
tions that formerly obtained in regard 
to the employment of apprentices have 
radically changed, and this change has 
been brought about by the actions of 


Both the employer and the labor lead- 


ers. The employer has peen indifferent 
and he has also had the mistaken idea 


that it was not necessary for his jour- 


neymen to thoroughly understand all 
branches of his trade but rather that 


he should be a specialist. 


The labor leaders have enforced the 
apprentice restriction rulings of the 
unions to such an extent that many of 


t will take no apprentices at all, 


while others will allow only one ap- 
prentice to eight, ten or even twenty 
journeymen (about eight being the 


average.) It is very probable that 


each of these eight journeymen have 
at least two boys who should learn the 
trade of the father. This would be 


sixteen boys, but under the ruling, only 
one of the sixteen may learn the trade. 

“The other fifteen are outlawed. Un- 
less some other occupation be found 
for them, they become outcasts and 
criminals and a charge upon the tax- 
payer, instead of self-respecting and 


self-supporting American citizens, The 
leaders generally deny the existence of 
these rules, but the fact that they do 
exist may be easily demonstrated by 
an attempt to apprentice a boy in any 


shop in this orsany other city. 
“Already the results of these rules, 
which have been in force for some 
years, are being felt all over America, 
and prompt and, decisive steps must 
be taken by thie employers of this 
country to grow good mechanics, or 
make good mechanics, of our American 
boys. It is estimated that every for- 
eign workman, unskilled though he 
may be, is worth $1000 to this country. 


What, then, would be the value of. 


every experienced and thoroughly 
skilled native-born workman? 

“The apprentice question has become 
a serious problem, and there have been 
many suggestions made as to the 
proper remedy for the conditions that 
exist. Several trades schools have been 
established in various places and are 
doing good work, but their capacity is 
emall, while the demand for skilled 
labor is rapidly growing. America 
must grow through mechanics, or she 
will lose her important position in the 
commercial world. 

“That the employers and the labor 
leaders who have aided in destroying 


the old system of apprenticeship have 
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made a grave error the ever-widening 
field of ee aptly shows. 
“Labor leaders diligently teach this 
error as one of the articles of faith of 
the closed shop. Out of thig error 
spring such crimes as the theory that 
the restriction of apprentices is neces- 
sary to protect skilled workmen from 
undue competition, and the over- 
crowding of the @eld by too many 
competent mechanics. 
“Now, what ts being done to supply 
the increased demand for earnest and 
conscientious workers in all lines? Al- 
most nothing, is the only answer that 
can be given this question. N 
“My idea is that a model school 
should be started at the nation’s cap- 
ital. Make it the national school, to 
which those established in other cities 
—and there should be one in every 
city or town of any size—could look 
for inspiration and guidance. 
“The national school should deyote 
much of its time to the special educa- 
toin of skilled workmen, with a view 
to making teachers of them, that they 
might be furnished to schools else- 
where upon demand, and also to the 
training of men who,would eventually 
be competent to act as foremen and 
superintendents. 
“The money necessary to start 
schools modeled after the national 
should be subscribed by employers in- 
terested in the various trades, and then 
some phflanthropist should be asked 
for an endowment thet would make 
up the shortage until such time as the 
schools could be made self-supporting. 
“These schools should be non-politi- 
cal and non-sectarian, free entirely 
from any bias. There is no use for 
us to try to avoid the issue. We know 
that the labor leaders of today are op- 
to these schools, and this very 
fact is the best evidence we have of 
the necessity of them. 
“Statistics show that In New York 
City alone there are more than 150,000 
boys between the ages of 16 and 20 that 
have never learned a trade, have no 
visible. means of support, and are 
merely loafers and parasites. Out of 
the 8,000,000 children born in America 
each year, it has been shown that less 
than 100,000 of them succeed in secur- 
ing a college education. The other 
7,900,000 are turned loose upon the 
world with hardly any preparation for 
their future. 80 it can readily be 
seen t there is room for trades 
schools, not only in all of the States, 
but in all of the large towns of 
America.” 


A Woman's Criticism of Woman. 
For selfishness and inconsideration, 
commend me to a woman traveling.

modern dredgers: R. B. Christian, repre-
